MISSION TO BRITANY IN FRANCE. 


A considerable portion of the inhabitants of | 
the ancient province of Britany in France, now | 


laine, Finisterre, Morbihan, and Cotes du Nord, 
inthe N. W. part of the kingdom, use a lan. 
uage called the Brethoneg, which is a dialect 
of the Welsh tongue. The people who use this 
language, nearly a million in number, are said 
to be the descendants of a colony which emigra. | 
ted from Great Britain, in the fillh century. A. 
bout 500,000 of them, it is said, understand no 
language but the Brethoneg. ‘They are repre- 
sented to be Catholics of the most superstitious 
character, and never had the Bible printed in 
their language, until the year 1837, when the 
New Testament was translated into it, and pub- 
lished at the expense of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. From the London Baptist Mag- 
azine for February, we copy the following ac- 
count of the attempts of the Welsh Baptists to 
establish a Protestant mission among them. 
The Baptist churches in Wales, contemplated 
a mission to that country, ever since the cessation 
of hostilities between France and England ; and 
with this view they sent the Rev. W. Rogers, now 
of Dudly, to Britany, about the year 1819. But 
owing to the difficulties which presented them- 
selves at the time, Mr. Rogers returned ; and an. 
other effort, which was made by a benevolent 
gentleman at his own expense, proved equally 
unsuccessful ; so that nothing efficient was done 
for Britany, until the year 1834, when the same 
gentleman to whom we have alluded, offered to 
advance fifty pounds to assist any Welsh minister 
to learn the language of the Bretons, for the pur- 
pose of preaching the gospel in that country. 
This being announced, Mr. John Jenkins, jr., 
then residing in the town of Cardiff, offered to en- 
gage in this Christian enterprize ; and his offer 
being aproved by the committee of the Baptist 
Continental Society in London, he was sent to

Com. Reed received information of the capture of 
the Eclipse, of Salem, at Colombo, and immediately 
repaired to the west coast. On his arrival after en- 
deavoring (unsuccessfully) to negotiate for the deliv- 
ery of the Mandarines, and restitution of the stolen 


_ property, Qualla Battoo was bombarded two hours on 
_ the 23d December. One fort destroyed and the other 


considerably injured. On the Ist January, Muckie 
was burnt by the Columbia and John Adams. After 
cannonading the place, 400 men were landed from the 
ships, and the town and forts destroyed with a consid- 
erable quantity of pepper; neither ship sustained any 
loss; the Malays all retreated into the jungle. No 
part of the property captured in the Eclipse was re- 
covered.

Licentious com- 
muuication is that to which we allude, and it is 
not to be concealed that the church is affected 
with this abomination. Professors of religion, 
instead of with indignation and saint-like dignity 
of deportment repelling filthy allusions and inu- 
endoes, are ion gas guilty of approbating 
and uniting in such. he apostle Paul, in wri- 
ting of these things to the church of Ephesus, 
says, ‘‘ Let it not once be named among you, as 
becometh saints.” Now, we pray you, think of 
the holy indignation these words imply, ** Not 
once be named among you as becometh saints.” 
The apostle did not mean that the Corinthian 
saints should give vent to impure thoughts in 
jests, and hints, and knowing looks, and that 
such unholy associations should have place in 
reference to any circumstance or relation in life. 
No such toleration of filthiness could never 
find a place in the scriptures of truth. 


It behooves us to be plain on this subject, for 


there, among the professed followers of Jesus, of | 


they who listen with any degree of allowance 
either to the narration of licentious stories, or 
who narrate any such stories for any purpose ex- 
cept that of solemn warning and admonition, 
craving with uplifted soul the blessing of God, 
or who allow of any jests or inuendoes of a li- 
centious character in themselves or others, are 
in danger of being classed with adulterers. Sure- 
ly, if the lust of the heart is a breach of the 
seventh command, such conversation is equally 
reprehensible. At best it is a timid, base, and 
world-conforming, betrayal of religious charac- 
ter, and the character of religion. 

“Be ye clean, that bear the vessels of the 
Lord,” and let your communication be as be. 
cometh your vocation—as becometh sons of God 
who have received the spirit of adoption. Make 
not the temple of God, consecrated through the 
Spirit, a receptacle for abominable thoughts.— 
What fellowship canthere be with such odious 
thoughts and the Holy Spirit, whose presence and 
guidance vou daily supplicate, and whose with- 
drawal you deprecate as a sore calamity ? 

But if there are any who are resolved to con- 
tinue obdurate and impenitent in reference to this 
loathsome practice, we call upon them, and entreat 
them to remember the solemn admonition of the 
apostle, “‘ Whoremongers and adulterers God 
will judge.” Observe the emphasis of this little 
sentence; for if the admonition of the word of 
God is not listened to in this life, it will come 
home with appalling potency when at the dread 
tribunal—*“Gop wiLL JUDGE.”
